HYDE REQUESTS 


RULEREVISION 
ON WHEAT MART 


• Washington, Sept. 21—(A.P.) 
A more extended investigation 
of short selling of wheat by 
Rusia in the Chicago pit was 
said today by Secretary Hyde to 
have become necessary through 
information from the president 
3f the All-Russian Textile Syn- 
dicate, which placed the orders 
that operations had continued 
for several months. 


As action by the Chicago 


Grain Exchange on the oppor- 
tunity, which the secretary said 
was extended yesterday "to 
clear the deck by its own volun- 
tary action" was awaited. Hyde 
expressed indebtedness to E. B. 
Belitzky, the syndicate official 
for his statement last'night that 
the 
operations were "carried 


over a period of several months.' 


Hitherto, he added, the de- 


partment's investigation 
had 


covered only the last two weeks 


In a formal statement, the 


cabinet member quoted Belitz- 
ky as saying that "Mr. Hyde's 
estimate as five million bushels 
as the amount of soviet .Russia's 
short sales is 'a little exagger- 
ated.'" - 


"That estimate was obtained 


from Mr. Belitzky's own com- 
pany," Hyde continued. "It has 
proved to be, as he says, incor- 
rect. Our investigations already 
show that, on four days, short 
sales by the soviet government, 
through 
three 
b r o ,k e r s 


amounted to over seven' million 
five hundred thousand bushels 
of wheat. Thus, actual sales al- 
ready uncovered, overrun Mr. 
Belitzky's estimate by a little 
over 50 per cent."

The 
hapless gar, however. Sinks to 
the botixnh and suffocates..
